A Hint For Carpenters. 

Many times.a carpenter finds it nec- 
essary to cut through a board wall or 
partition with a saw: The usual meth- 
od is to bore a.hole and start the saw 
cut with a compass saw. A cleaner 
and better cut can be started and 
made with a common handsaw if the. 
end of the saw blade is rounding, says 
Popular Mechanics. This rounding 
part should be cut on a radius-of about 
six inches. The cutting can be accom- 
plished by describing the arc of a cir- 
cle and clamping the saw blade in a 
vise with the line at the edge of the 
jaws.
